bill. It is intended as a sample 
of democratic reform, and as such 
will be welcomed by republicans. 

When this bill was under considera- 
tion in committee some things occurred 
which may well be recalled to mind. 
At first the intention of the committee 
was to make wool free and to cut off 
only the duties on woolen goods which 
were imposed as a compensation for the 
duties on wool, leaving the manu- 
facture exactly the measure of pro- 
tection that it has enjoyed. Such was 
the democratic pretense, but it was 
quickly shown that abolition of the 
compensatory specific duties would in 
reality take away a large part of the 
protection for the manufacture, leav- 
ing only ad valorem duties, which can 
be easily and almost indefinitely evaded. 
Not content with this, southern mem- 
bers of the committee insisted upon 
even greater reduction in the duties on 
woolen goods. They were confronted 
at once by some of the most experienced 
and competent democratic manufactur- 
ers in the country, who told the com- 
mittee that such a reduction wouid be 
fatal to the industry. The abolition of 
all the specific duties, they declared, 
was of itself more than the industry 
eould safely stand. To make further 
reductions in the ad valorem duties also 
would close hundreds of works, de- 
prive many tkousand workers of sub- 
sistence and cripple the production in 
this country so that the domestic de- 
mand for wool would be ruinously 
diminished. These influential @&mo- 
crats warned their political associates 
that they would drive a great host of 
voters away from their party by ex- 
cessive reduction of duties and would 
sacrifice all that the party had gained 
in New England and other states by 
adroitly recommending ‘‘tariff reform” 
to voters instead of the principles of 
free trade. But all expostulation was 
in vain. The southern democrats in- 
sisted, the specific duties were taken 
off and part of the ad valorem duties 
besides; and, as if to make the bill even 
more offensive, shoddy and waste were 
also admitted free of duty to destroy 
the market for American wool. 

This is the bill which democrats will 
have to meet next fall. It will every- 
where be taken as an interpretation of 
their demands for tariff reform. Voters 
will rightly reason that, if the demo- 
cratic party obtains the power, it will

“FRIENDS OF RAVACHOL.” | 


The Wine Shop of M. Very in Paris Blown 
Up with Dynamite by Friends of Anar- 
ehist Ravachol by Way of Revenge—A 
Panic Caused in the Neighborhood— 
Several Persons Injured, Some Fatally— 
M. Very Dead. 

Parts, April 26.—There was a terrific 
explosion early last evening in the en- 
trance of the wine shop of M. Very, 22 
Boulevard Magenta, where Ravachol, 
the anarchist was arrested on March 
30. The bomb contained at least twelve 
pounds of dynamite and completciy 
wrecked the establishment. 

The explosion occurred when the 
wine shop was half full of guests and 
asnearly ascan be learned the bomb 
was placed just within the outside 
door of the corridor and at the door 
leading from the corridor into the wine 
room. M. Very was standing in the 
middle of the room when the shock 
came. He was thrownagainst the wall 
in a heap of shattered tables and chairs. 
The ceiling fell and several beams 
were split and fell to the floor, 

A minute after the explosion ten of 
the guests recovered their senses and 
ran into the street shouting and crying 
“fire.” The police who have been sta- 
tioned near the wine shop since Rava- 
chol’s arrest came up as the uninjured 
came out and began bringing out those 
unable to help themselves. 

M. Very was found to be in a pitiable 
condition. Both of his legs had been 
crushed by the falling beams, his collar 
bone was fractured and his right arm 
was broken. He was bleeding at the 
mouth and ears, and is supposed to have 
suffered internal injuries. His little 
boy was found unconscious in a corner 
with his collar bone broken. Both were 
taken to the Sainte Lois hospital, where 
M. Very’s legs were amputated, and 
where he died shortly before midnight. 

Of the other ten persons injured three 
were taken to the hospital and the 
others were helped to their homes by 
the police. Six of them are said to 
have bones broken and internal in- 
juries, but the particulars are not yet 
known. 

Half of the front of the wine shop was 
blown out, the stairs of the lower two 
stories were smashed to splinters and 
not a door or window in the house was 
left whole. The floor in the corridor 
was blown away, the chandelier was 
twisted and hurled into a corner and 
where the ceiling and walls were not 
split the plaster was taken off as if 
scraped witha knife: 

The buildings on each side of the 
wine shop were damaged from top to 
bottom. Half of the furniture was 
broken and all the glass in them was 
shattered. 

The whole block around the wine 
shop was rocked by the explosion, and 
the walls were started so that they 
cracked or bulged. 

The neighborhood is thickly popu- 
lated, and five minutes after the explo- 
sion the street was crowded with fright- 
ened men and women. An extra force 
of police was summoned and an effort 
was made to induce the people to re- 
turn to their rooms. The effort was 
fruitless for some time, and women and 
children blocked the sidewalks, crying 
and wringing their hands. Later men 
began carrying out their most valuable 
possessions and prepared to move their 
families to other parts of the city. 

Much of the patronage of the wine 
shop was local, and families in the 
neigborhood fear that Ravachol's friends 
have marked it for destruction as a 
warning to the magistrate and the wit- 
nesses at the trial to-day. Police are 
watching the shop and making house 
to house inqniries along the boulevard 
in the hope of getting a clew to the per- 
petrator of the deed. 

M. Very was hurt beyond giving 
information to throw light on the out- 
rage, but a waiter who was taken with 
him to the hospital says that his mas- 
ter has received no fewer than fifty or 
sixty threatening letters from anarch- 
ists since Ravachol was arrested. One 
of them, found by the police in M. 
Very's desk at the rear of the shop read 
as follows: 

Srr—You have dared to betray Ravachol. 
Beware. You will learn what his friends can 
do. Your shop is doomed and your infamous 
life will be taken before May 1. Your family is 
no better than you. We will take care of them, 
tco. 

[Signed. } 

At the top of this was printed in red 
letters ‘May 1” and the same was 
printed at the bottom in black letters. 

Another letter with skull and cross- 
bones at the top apparently referred di- 
rectly to the present outrage. It said: 

You think you have crushed us because you 
have caused the arrest of the mighty spirit 
of the revolution. Thousands will rise in 
his place. Do not try your vile methods 
upon him. You will hear from us before 
the trial of Ravachol. You shall suffer 
the punishment you have earned as a warning 
to the cowardly bourgeosie who seek Ravachol’s 
blood. Your doom is at hand; prepare to meet 
it. 

[Signed.]} RavAacHOL’s AVENGERS. 

L’Herot, the waiter who assisted in 
the arrest of Ravachol, was not at the 
wine shop when the bombexploded, and 
it is thought that he has fled from the 
city. Yesterday morning he received a 
letter warning him that he would not 
live to testify against Ravachol and 
that the following twenty-four hours 
would be his last. 

The rumor is abroad that an attempt 
will be made to assassinate Mr. (Ques- 
nay de Beaurepaire, the prosecutor gen- 
eral, on his way to court to-day. His 
residence is guarded within and without. 
Policemen are in the corridors on every 
floor and detectives patrol] thy street in 
which the house stands, M, Atthalin, 
the examining magistrate in the case,

CHOLERA 





Dreadful Mortality from the Asiatic Pest, 
Owing to Unsanitary Conditions, in and 
About Benares—One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-Five Deaths from the Epidemic ia 
One Day. 

CatcuTta, April 25.—An epidemic. of 
cholera is raging in Benares. The mor- 
tality is very gre#t. In one day there 
were reported 180 new cases and 159 
deaths from the disease. 

Dr. Gregg, the sanitary commissioner 
for Bengal, recently issued a report 
upon an outbreak of cholera that oc- 
curred at Serampora, a few miles north- 
west of this city. Over the whole of 
the affected area he found that tanks 
of various sizes, shapes and depths had 
been dug, and that all contained very 
dirty water. Low, foul jungles. reek- 
ing with bad odors, surrounded these 
tanks, the surfaces of which were almost 
completely hidden with thick, decaying 
water plants, with here and there a 
clear place, where the inhabitants wash 
their cooking utensils and draw water 
for domestic purposes. Between and 
around the houses are narrow lanes, 
bordered by narrow, deep, uneven 
drains, in which filth collects. 

Wherever the people living in the 
houses in the neighberhood of these 
tanks had used the water there cholera 
made its appearance, and the tanks are 
also the sources from which the milk- 
men obtain water for their cows, and it 
is more than probable they dilute the 
milk they sell with the same disease- 
tainted water. 


HOMICIDAL MANIA. 


The Terrible Deed of a Russian Chotr- 
master, Slezed with a Sudden and Irri- 
sistable Mania to Kill—Wite and Chil- 
dren All Murdered. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, April 25.—The choir- 
master of a private chapel in Peterhof 
parish, sixteen miles west of this city, 
suddenly went crazy at his house Satur- 
day night. His wife was already in 
bed and he was preparing for bed when 
he was stricken. He got an axe from 
the wood shed and chopped his wife 
intosinall pieces on the bed, gathered the 
pieces in pans and emptied them into 
the stove. His three children of 8, 10 
and 12 years of age, who slept in the 
next room, awoke and screamed for 
help. The choirmaster bound and 
gugged them, dragged them to the river 
at the rear of his place and drowned 
them. 

Neighbors, who had been roused by 
the children’s screams and had ran to 
the river, but too late to save their 
liives, tried to catch the father, but he 
eluded them and plunged into the water. 
He was dragged out and taken to jail. 
A crowd gathered around the building 
early yesterday morning and tried to 
force an entrance that they might lynch 
the prisoner, but they were driven off 
by the watchmen. 

The choirmaster’s insanity is thought 
to be due to his fanatical zeal in church 
work and his prolonged fasting. Ke- 
cently, after living ten days on bread 
and water, he showed signs of breaking 
down and told his wife that he had 
committed the unpardonable sin. 


SINGULAR ACCIDENT. 


A Vestibuled Train, with Two Hundred 
Passengers, Ripped from Stem to Stern 
by the Projecting Corner of a Coal Car 
—Not a Person Injured. 

KENT, O., April 25.—Passengers on 
Erie train No. 5 brought the news of an 
odd accident that hapened tm the 
train at Salamanca, N. Y., early this 
morning. It was about 38. o'clock 
and the train was rounding a 
curve just east of the city when 
it struck a_ heavily loaded — coal 
ear which projected over toward the 
main track. It caught the corners of 
the coaches and tore out the entire sides 
of each one of them. All of the cars 
were vestibuled, and many of them 
were sleepers filled with people. yet not 
asingle passenger was injured. The 
private car of First Vice-President 
Thomas, containing himself and sev- 
eral officials of the road, was at- 
tached to the rear of the train, 
and it was the only one that was not 
badly crippled. As it was, one corner 
of it was torn off. The 200 passengers 
all tumbled oat. in their night clothes 
and there was great excitement for a 
while. No.5 is known as the Vesti- 
buled Flyer, and runs from New York 
to Chicago. It was delayed about two 
hours while a train of day coaches was 
made up and the journey was then con- 
tinued.

Sailing of the Conemaugh for Russia with 
More Food for the Starving Peasantry 
Amid a Brave Show of Bunting. 
PHi.ApELputia, April 24.—A few min- 

ates after 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 

the Conemaugh, laden with 5,000 tons 
of food for the starving Russians, and

You cannot be indifferent to the 
awful condition of affairs in parts of 
our country, in consequence of which 
scores of men and women of our race 
are annually condemned to sudden 
and cruel deaths by the rope, the 
pistol and more horrible still, by 
burning alive. 

These deaths are inflicted by mobs 
upon men who are accused of crimes 
for which the law provides adequate 
punishment and in commupnities 
where the punishment of crimes com~ 
mitted by colored men is sure, sure 
for the reason that in those same 
communities the prejudices of judges 
and juries against the negro race are 
so deep, that innocent men find it 
difficult to escape the penalties as- 
sessed against the crimes with which 
they are charged. 

These murders by mobs are most 
frequently committed in yards sur- 
rounding court houses, which should 
be temples of justice; sometimes in 
sight of school-houses, awful object 
lessons to the future voters of this 
Republic, which can exist only so 
long as its citizens respect and obey 
their self-imposed laws; not untre- 
quently they are perpetrated in the 

hadow of churches, whose ministers 

are, perhaps overawed by the pre— 
valent passions of their communities, 
or worse, their consciences are seared, 
their ears are deaf and they fail to 
hear the voice of their brother’s blood 
when it cries from the ground.

The Associated Press, that agent 
so powertu! for the enlightenment of 
the public and the formation of opin- 
ion, gives its assent to mu¥ler, ‘ by 
branding the victims with vile epi- 
thets, and many sleep in bloody 
graves, stigmatized as “black fiends, 
‘negro monsters” and the like, who 
with fair trials might have gone free.

One Democratic and Two Re- 


publican Make Selections. 


General Palmer Carries In- 
structed Delegates. 


Harrison Receives the Endorsement 
of New Jersey and Nebraska 
Republicans—The McKin- 
ley Tariff Bill in Favor. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills., April 29.—One of 
the largest Democratic conventions in 
the history of the state convened in this 
city. For 48 hours thecity has been 
crowded with delegates and politicians. 
The great interest of recent arrivals 
centered in the presidential contest. 
Morning papers published a telegram 
from Senator Palmer, expressing his 
desire to leave the whole question to the 
convention and indicating that he would 
not be displeased to receive the positive 
endorsement and instructions of the Il- 
linois Democracy. 

Immediately after the meeting of the 
various congressional delegates and the 
selection of committeemen, the commit- 
tee on resolutions met and began the 


preparation of the platform. The ma- 
terial points were quickly agreed upon. 
The McKinley tariff law was denounced, 
and the tariff planks of the democratic 
plaiforms of 1884 and 1888 reaffirmed. 
The financial plank declares for a gol: 
and silver standard; the establishment 
of a currency that will be convertible 
without loss to the holder and the fixing 
of a ratio by an international monetary 
conference, so that a parity may be 
maintained, and all mints thrown open 
to free coinage. 

A declaration is made in favor of 
electing senators by popular vote, and 
an unrelenting war on trusts and com- 
bines designed to degrade wage earners 
is proclaimed. The platform denounces 
the state compulsory education law en- 
acted by the Republican legislature as 
one “creating a state supervision over 
schools toward which the state con- 
tributes nothing; depriving the parent 
of the right to educate his child accord- 
ing tothe dictates of his consciences, 
and as an invasion of that religious lib- 
erty guaranteed by the constitution. ” 

The platform concludes with con- 
gratulations to the Democracy of Iili- 
nois upon the election of General Palin- 
er to thesenate of the United States, 
and commending him to favorable con- 
sideration for the presidential nomina- 
tion. The following resolution was pre- 
sented: 

Resolved, That the delegates chosen by 
this convention to the Democratic nation 
al convention are hereby instructed to 
cast the vote of the state asa unit on all 
questions and candidates in accordance 
with the votes of a majority thereof. 

The reading of the resolution was re- 
ceived with applause, and at the men- 
tion of Palmer’s name three cheers were 
given for the “Great old Roman” of Il- 
linois. 

The resolution was adopted by accla- 
mation, and the convention adjourned. 





TWO REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 





Harrison’s Administration Receives the 
Endorsement of Both Gatherings. 
TRENTON, N. J., April29. —The repub- 
lican state convention met in Taylor’s 
opera house. The platform adopted de- 
clares that New Jersey Republicans re- 
cord their full approval and endorsement 


of the wise and patriotic conduct of na- 
tional affairs under the executive control 
of President Harrison. The platform de- 
clares an abiding faith in the protective 
tariff system, and that the McKinley 
bill, in spite of misrepresentation, is 
approved by the calm judgment of the 
American people. ;

The Annual Fortifications Bill. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The annual 
fortifications appropriation bill has been 
practically agreed upon by the fortifica- 
tion sub-committee of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, though one or 
two items yet remain subject to possi- 
ble revision. The members of the com- 
mittee are Messrs. Breckinride of Ken- 
tucky, Forney, Livingston, Cogswell 
and Grout. Acut amounting to more 
than 35 per cent. has been made from 
the billof last year. This year’s bill 
approprintes $2,408,700, being $1,366,108 
less than the bill of last year, and $6,- 
977,907 less than the estimates. About 
the only item in the bill which was not 
cut was that for the finishing and as- 
sembling of eight-inch, ten-inch and 
twelve-inch sea-coast guns at the army 
gun factory, which is increased $45,000 
above the appropriation for the current 
year.

The west approach 
viaduct is 2,290.625 feet, the west ap- 
proach trestling 3,097.5 feet. 

The principal feature of interest about 
the construction of this bridge is that 
the first span from the Tennessee side 
is of the cantilever type, and is the 
only cantilever bridge on a clay founda- 
tion. Likewise there being no subsoil 
stone in this locality, foundations of 
concrete had to be made for each of tho 
piers. The floor of the bridge is 75 feet 
above the highest water mark, and ata 
normal stage of water is cover 100 feet. 

The Memphis bridge is the only one 
between St. Louis and the Gulf. Its 
advantages to traffice are, therefore, 
apparent. On the authority of a prom: 
inent railroad official this bridge means 
a saving of one to five hours’ time in 
crossing the river for passenger trains, 
and of five to twelve hours for freight. 
That alone is a great point in this day 
of close competition among railroads. 
This saving of time puts the Memphis 
routes in direct competition for business 
in the territories which have hitherto 
been disposed to favor the St. Louis 
bridge facilities for quicker time. Be- 
sides,, the bridge affords competing 


all trans-Mississippi business Southeast 
and Southwest. Thus a greater and 
constantly increasing volume of busi- 
ness will begin to flow through Mem- 
phis, giving her greater importance in 
the commercial world, and drawing the 
attention of the country more closely to 
the splendid and rapidly developing re- 
sources of the Mississippi Valley. Time
